Please be advised that \ represent the City of Dunedin with regard to its legal rights 
concerning the above referenced case. 

On July 17, 2014 a lien was placed on the above referenced property with regard to the 
above referenced Code Enforcement Board case, a copy of which is enclosed for your 
reference. The accrued fine is $92,600.00 principal, interest in the amount of $9,526.73 
through September 17, 2018, an administrative fee of $50.00, recording costs of $51,50 
and $200,00 in attorney’s fees for a total of $102,428,23 through September 17, 2018.

The City of Dunedin would like to give you one final opportunity to pay this amount prior 
to proceeding with collection efforts. Demand is hereby made for the value of the above 
referenced lien which includes $14,50 to record the Release of Lien. Payment must be 
made to the City of Dunedin, care of this office, wsthin fifteen (15) days of the date of 
this letter or we shall have no choice but to pursue further collection efforts. 
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Please be advised that in the event that litigation becomes necessary and vi/e are 
successful in said litigation, in addition to the amounts listed above, you will also be 
liable for the costs of the litigation and all reasonable attorney fees incurred as a result 
of that litigation. 

Please note that amounts which become due or are imposed after the date of the lien 
are also secured by the lien. This lien cannot be released without full payment through 
the settlement date. 

If you are in doubt about your legal rights or remedies, you should consult the legal 
counsel of your choice. The attached notice is required by law and does not alter or 
extend the time periods set forth hereinabove.

ORDER 

That KRISTI. S. IIU-L shall pay a fine of SI 00.00 a day for each day that the violation ha.s continued past 
the date set for compliance by the Board's Order of May 14, 2014, that dale being dune 15, 20)4. An 
Affidavit of Non-Compliance was accepted by the Board on July I, 2014. This fine will continue to accrue 
at the rate of $100.00 per day until compliance, plus daily interest, and any court filing fees which will 
accrue until the fine is paid, regardless of compliance and said fines will continue to bo a lien on any real or 
personal property that is owned by you. 

Respondent is responsible for payment of the $50,00 administrative fee, and said administrative fee will 
continue to be a lien on any real or personal property that is owned by you. 

This Order shall be recorded in the Public Records of Pinellas County Plorida, and thereafter shall constitute 
a lien against the land on which the violation exists and upon any other real or personal property of the 
Respondeat, After three months from the filing of such lien, vvhich remains unpaid, the Code Enforcement 
Board may autl^iOri^c the City Attorney to foreclose on the said lien. 

On complying, the Respondent shall notify the Code Enforcement Inspector .lOSEPH W. MAY at (727) 298- 
3190 that such compliance has taken place and the Code Enforcement Inspector shall inspect the property 
and thereupon file an Affidavit of Compliance or Non-Compliance with the Board. Should a dispute arise 
concerning compliance, either party may request a fiirthcr hearing before the Board.
